DISCORD AIMED AT 


Shanghai, Feb. 26. 

Exclusive information rogard- 
ing the future plana of the Com- 
munists in China haa been receiv- 
ed by the North China Daily 
Newe. This is in the form of 
resolutions passed to accept the 
decisions of the Political Secre- 
tariat of the Executive Com- 
mitee df the Communist. Inter- 
nationale in July last year in 
connexion with Chinese “prob- 
lems." In view of the recent 
split among the Reds. this side- 
light on their activitics is con- 
sidered of paramount import- 
ance by the local authorities 
concerned. 

These resolutions, a resume of 
which appenrsa below, are known to 
have been conveyed alxo to Chinese 
students in Japan oa number of 
whom were. recently arrested for 
{reasonable activities. 

Twenty-seven in number, the re- 
solution deal with the “prosperity 
of the Soviet Socialist cstablish- 
ments and the perilous conditions. of 
world economy” before proceeding 
to diseurs the “new era,of the Chi- 
neac revolution’ and the methods 
which should be utilized to ensure 
FUCCORS, 


The Occupation of Changsha.’ 


The “revolution” in this country, 
they state, is now entering on a new 
cra. The 10-days occupation of 
Changsha by the “labourers” and 
Red armies, ‘however opposed by 
Trotsky and Chen Tu-hsiu, won the 
sympathy of the world proletariat. 
Although the occupation resulted in 
fallure owing to insufficient pre- 
paration, it has awakened the people 
and the Red armies in  Kiangal, 
Hupeh, Kwangsi, PFukien, and 
Kwangtung have done and are do- 
ing thelr utmost to promote the 
growth of Sovict districts. : 
* The peculiarities of the “present 
revolutionary = movement” they 
classify as follows :— 

(a) The struggle in the cities 
in China is making rapid progres: 
although it has not yet reached its 
zenith. . ‘ 

(b) The progress of ‘the peris- 
tint movement elsewhere is very 
irregular. In some places, _how- 
ever, this movement {s so influent- 
jal that the Kuomintang adminis. 
tration could be “easily over- 
thrown.” 


Future Duties, 


To consolidate communism in 
China, In particular, the following 
objects should be consistently aimed 
at: Promoting -discord: among the 
people; hastening preparations for 
an armed uprising; and fighting for 
the triumph of Sovict Political 
power. In view of the present con- 
dition of the country preparations, 
thoy aay, should be made forthwith 
to bring about the second of these 
objects. * 4

GOLD: 


HOUGH most commoditics aro 

selling at prices which barely 
repny the cost of production, con- 
sumers still refrain from reploni- 
shing their atocks).so deep fa the 
prevailing feeling of uncertainty, 
Within the last few days sliver 
has reached the lowest price in 
its history, 

Gold alone is being produced in 
insufficiont quantity to meot the 
demand, ‘and the world’s . output, 
which in 1929 was approximately 
£83,500,000, will probably have 
soon passed its zenith, if it has 
not alreay dono xo. It is at pre- 
acnt being kept up by the Rand 
woldfield, the capacity of which 
must before long show diminution. 

In countrics which have define- 
jy adopted the gold standard, the 
value of gold as expressed in cur- 
rency {8 unchanging. In England 
an ounce of fine gold is worth 85s. 
It follows that as gold becomes 
searcer its purchasing power in- 
creases, which—in other words— 
means that commodity prices fall. 

It would seem that the nation 
producing mast gold, in a rising 


in| market for sold, possesses advan: 


tages over other nations in the 
world markets, Now that is the 
position ‘occupied by the British 
Empire, whose mines, mostly 
controlled from thia country, pro- 
duce rather more than 70 per cent. 
of the world’s total output. It is 
an position which, some years ago, 
Jed people to think that our fe- 
covery from the ravages of the 
war would be fast and sure. Un- 
fortunately, our production costa 
of goods hnve not come down in 
proportion te the rise in’ the 
purchasing power of gold,

PracticnNy speaking, all. the 
gold that has ever been produced 
has been employed cither as 
money or in the arta. Gold docs 
not. gel used up Uke the base 
metala, sueh aa iron, copper, tin, 
lend, and zinc, It is imperishable 
and indestructible, and the gold 
articles recently excavated at Ur 
of the Chaldees, though several 
thousand years old, are as fresh 
to-day as when they were manu- 
fnctured. : 

The existing availuble world 
supply must indeed closely ap. 
proximate the total gold mined 
since men firat began to extract 
the metal from the earth—after 
deducting, of course, the gold lost 
by misadventure or attrition, or 
through its having been hidden 
away deliberately in’ tombs or 
otherwise, 

There are, however, various 
ways in which gold can go out of 
use and become ineffective. | For 
example, about tivo-fifthy of the 
gold produced each year is con- 
sumed in the arts, Obviously 
auch gold serves no utilitarian 
purpose, and the available sup- 
plies could: be- made. to. zo-farther 
by lestislation restricting its uses 
jn this manner. 

The remaining three-fifths is 
employed ng money. Most of this 
gold having been Iaboriously dug 
out of the ground * is reburied in 
bank vaults, <A great doal of it 
ia hoarded. Recently, the flow of 
gold to the United States and 
France has reached flood propor- 
tions, with the result that. all 
other countries are feeling the 
pinch. Indin, according to ao 
writer inthe New York Tints, 
nbsorbs about 6,000,000 ounces 
each year.

Untiring pro- 
spectors, rough pioneers of civili- 
sation, continue to scour the 
mountains and the plains as thay 
have dono throughout 
history. But there have been fow 
new finds of late yeara and none 
that ia Hkely to replace.tho Rand. 
when it bexins to fail. Some 
promising ‘new discoveries are 
being developed in Western Aus- 
tralia, and the Australian Govern- 
ment, alive to the importanco of 
the gold-producing industry, haa 
recently decided to pay a bonus of 
£1 per ounce of gold mined in ‘the 
country. In New Guinea, some 
rich ‘deposits are being exploited 
in spite of great natural difficul~ 
ties—an Equatorial climate, scant 
untrained Inbour, a country so 
precipitous and inaccensible that 
transportation ia practicable only 
by scroplane. . Thera exists no 
dimeulty, however, that cannot be 
overcome by the Ingenuity of man 
if gold ix found in. -suffictent. 
quantity, : 1 

Rich mines may, and probubly 
will, be opened up, but the earth's 
surface has been searched so in- 
tensively and for so long a period 
for gold that the chances of find- 
ing new fields of the magnitude 
necessary to arrest the declining 
output become lesa probable as 
euch year passes. 

The hope for the future lies 
principally in tho largo Jow-grade 
ore bodies. Already the flotation 
process has made available vast 
deposits of lead-zinc-copper ares 
containing small quantities of 
gold. The Buchan’s Rivor Mine in 
Newfoundland provides a notable .

The ohnotic political situation in 
Szechuan formed tho sudject. of 
outspoken comnient by the Com- 
migstonor of Reconstruction In Sze- 
chuan, Mr. Heung Yu-yan, who ia 
visiting Nanking and was appronch- 
ed by, newspaper correspondents 
for hia opinions on the prospects of 
pence In Szechuan.

Crippled and disensed —indivi- 
duals have no chance in the river 
of Hife flowing so awiftly hy them, 

The  suceesa oof Preventive ' 
Medicine depends in considerable 

nasure on public opinion and 

ndividual members of a com- 
munity and not entirely on the 
medical profession, 

Pure air, pure water pure 
food, adequate sun-light, good 
housing conditions, — clennliness 
personal, domestic and civic. 
sensible habits of enting and 
drinking, opportunities for healthy 
recreation are important factors 
in the pramotion und preservation 
of the health of the individual and 
the community. ‘ 

Doctors have no more direct 
control than any other citizen over 
the supply and fostering of these 
health-giving factors. They de- 
pend on economic, political and 
personal decisions. 

If n community tolerates poli- 
cies and conditions which make 
not for health but for disease the 
responsibility for the consequence 
rests on the community. 


The Gospel of Health. 


The medical profession dues 
preach the gospel of health but it 
reata with economists, politictans 
and healttr authorities to apply 
the tenching—Those in turn de- 
pend on enlightened _ public 
and the pressure of the individual , 
citizens’ conviction, 

The health of 2 community is 
a responsibility which is shared by 
all the memberr and not merely“ 
by those belonging to the medical 
profession, 

In this colony there have been 
great advances in the prevention 
and control of disease but this Ix 
no reagon for rest and content and | 
for a little folding of the hands 
to sleep. 

Here as elsewhere the results

AGREEMENT REACHED AT 
COLONIAL OFFICE. 


London, Mar. 1. 

A complete iygreement for: 1 
system of .tin” regulation was 
reiched at # meeting at the 
‘Colonial Office on -Friday, The 
mecting was attended by the de- 
legates from Bolivin, the Dutch 
East Indies, Nigeria and Malaya. 

The object of the scheme fs to 
secure a fair and reasonable 
equilibrium between production 
and consumption with a view to 
preventing severe prico oxcilla- 
tions. The scheme will have 
effect as from to-day and will be 
adminigtered by an‘ international 
committee representing the gov- 
ernments of the countries above- 
mentioned. 

The baste world’s tonnage 
ayreed upon was 146,000 tons a 
year, with the following initial 
quotas to:--Mnlnaya 53,863 tons, 
Bolivia 34,260, the Dutch East 
Indies 29,910, and Nigeria 7,750 
tons, | 

The invariable percentages are , 
bused on the Initial quotas agreed 
upon for ench country as ratios ap- 
pileable to all alternations of the 
basic tonnage, 

It wns agreed (apart from 
special agreement. to be reached in 
view of urgent circumstances) 
that the Initial quotas shall re- 
main fixed, at least for six months.

Origin of Dispute. 


The Lake Copnis Company is a 
British concern which has drain- 
ed Lake Copnis, about 100 miles 
to the north-west of Athens, and 
lets. the reclnimed Innd to the 
peasantry for cultivation. A dis- 
pute due to the economic crisis 
broke out between the company 
and its tenants last autumn, = re- 
sulting in a strike nmong the ten- 
ants, who have abstained either 
from cultivation or from paying 
rent for several months past. 

The company had alrendy, it is 
understood, reduced itu rent 


scales and endeavoured to assist 


its tenanta in other ways to tide 
over a dificult period, An agree- 
ment, it’is further understood, 
hia been reached between: the 
company und the Government as 
to the terms on which the peasan- 
try might call off the strike, but 
work has not yet been resumed. 
Meanwhile the dispute had 
created a certain amount of agita- 
tion in. the Greck Parliament, 
which led to the appointment of 
the Parliamentary Commission 
referred to in the above message.

But there have been fow 
new finds of Into years and nono 
that ts likely to replace the Rand 
when it begins to- fail. Some 
promising new discoveries are 
being developed in Western Aus- 
tralia, and the Australian Govorn- - 
ment, allvo to the importanco of 
the gold-producing industry, has 
recently decided to pay a bonus of 
£1 per ounce of gold mined in the 
country. In New Guinea, some 
rich deposits are being exploited 
in spite of great natural. difficul- 
ties-—an Equatoria) climate, scant 
untrained labour, a country 580 
precipitous and inaccessible that 
transportation is practicable only 
by acroplanc. ‘hero exists no 
diMmculty, however, that cannot be 
overcome by the ingenuity of man 
if gold is found in sufficfent 
quantity. 

Rich mines may, and probably: 
will, be opened up, but the earth's 
surface has been searched eo in- 
tensively und for so long a perlod 
for gold that the chances of find- 
ing new fields of the magnitude 
necessary to arrest the declining 
output become less probable as 
eich year passes. 

The hopo for ‘the: future lies 
principally in the large low-grade 
ore bodies. Already the flotation 
process has made available vast 
deposits of lead-zinc-copper ores 
containing small quantitics of 
gold. The Buchan’s River Mino in 
Newfoundland provides a notable 
example of one of these. 

History shows that gold short- 
ages have in the past invariably 
been made good by new dlac' 
verics. Goldfield after goldficld 
was found. The sixteenth century 
produced --many~- discovories --in~ 
America. The hungry forties ter- 
minated in the Australian - and 
Californian gold rushes. In 1885 
the Rand was. discovered and, 


Practically speaking, all the 
gold that has ever been produced 
has been employed either as 
money‘or in the arts, Gold docs 
not get used up like the base 
metals, such ug iron, copper, tin, 
lead, and zinc. It is imperishable 
and indestructible, and the gold 
articles recently excavated at Ur 
of the ,Chaldees, though several 
thousand years old, are as fresh 
to-day as when they were manu- 
factured, 

The existing available world 
supply must indeed closely ap- 
proximate the total gold mined 
since men first began to extract 
the metal ‘from the carth—after 
deducting, of course, the gold lost 
by misadventure or attrition, or 
through its having been hidden 
nway deliberately in tombs or 
otherwise. 

There nro, however, ~ various 
ways in which gold ‘can go out of 
use and become ineffective. For 
example, ubout two-fifths of the 
gold produced ench year is con- 
sumed in the arts. Obviously 
such gold serves no utilitarian 
purpose, and the available sup- 
plies could be made to go farther 
by legislation restricting its uscs 
in this manner. . 

The remaining three-fifths is 
employed as moncy. Most of this 
gold having been laboriously dug 
out of the ground is reburied fn 
bank vaults, A grent deal of it 
is honrded. Recently, the flow of 
gold to the United States and 
France has reached flood propor- 
tions, with the result that. all 
other countries are feeling the

ANNIVERSARY. 


The eve of St. David'a Day was 
celebrated in fitting manner on 
“Saturday when members: of St. 
David’s Society and their friends, 
including representatives of officers 
and men of the Ist Battalion 
South Wales Borderers, to the tatal 
number of over a hundred, met at 
dinner and a social evening tn 
Lane, Crawford's” Restaurant. 


A special feature of the evening 
was the singing of the Male Voice 
Choir of the Battalion under the 
direction of Mr. J. L. ° Gécka, 
A.R.C.M., Bandmaster. Their ren- 


-dering of favourite Welah songs was 


reminiscent of the Efstedddfeda 
for which the Principality is juatly 
famous. [Equally enthustastic was 
the reception accorded to the 
Welsh songs rendered by Mrs. 
F.C, Rendall, Mrs. J. G. Hooper 
and Mr. D. M. Richards, members 
of the Society. 


* After the loyal toasts, Mr. GS. 
Hugh Jones, President, weleomed 
on behalf of the Soclety the re 
preacntatives present from the 
South Walea Borderers and ‘ex- 
pressed the thanks of the gather- 
ing to the Choir and te the Officer 
Commanding for hia courtesy in 
permitting their attendance. In 
submitting the toast of the Patron 
Saint, Mr. Hugh Jones sald that 
it was in some ways a-misfortune 
that so little had come down to us 
of hia personal history. Prac- 
lically the only facts of which one 
could be certain were that he was 
a Welshman born and hred—one 
of the royal house of Cunedda 
that he became Rishop of what 
was now called St. David's, and 
that he died in 601 A.D. It was 
also known that he was conspicu- 
ous for his patriotiem, his preach- 
ing and his charity. Although se 
little was “known of him, Saint 
David stood as a symbol and as 
a rallying point round which cold 
be concentrated all that was beat 
of the patriotic feelings of Welsh 
people, and in that respect he wis 
symbolical of the objects of the 
Society, which were to endeavour 
fo perpetuate his patriotism and 
charity. 

The toast of “St. David’ was 
drunk with enthusiasm and the 
Choir rendered “Gwyl Dewi Sant.”

OUTPUT. - 


AGREEMENT REACHED At 
COLONIAL OFFICE. 


. London, Mar. 1. 

A complete agreement for ou 
system of tin regulation was 
renched’ at a meeting at the 
Colonial Oiice on Friday; .The 
meeting was attended by tho de- 
legates from Bollvia, the Dutch 
Enst Indies, Nigerin and Malaya. 

Tho object of the scheme Is to 
secure a fair nnd reasonable 
equilibrium between production 


“and consumption ‘with a view to 
“| preventing severe price oscilla- 


tions, The scheme will have 
effect na from to-day and will be 
administered by an international 
committee representing the gov- 
ernments of the countrics above- 
mentioned. 

The basic’ world’s tonnage 
ayreed upon was 145,000 tons a 
year, with the following Initial 
quotas to:--Malaya 53,853. tons, 
Bolivin 34,260, the Dutch East 
Indies 29,910, and Nigeria 7,760 
tona, 

The invariable percentages are 
based on the initial quotas agreed 
upon for each country a3 ratios ap- 
plicable to ali alterations of the 
basic tonniuge, 

It was agreed (apart from 
special agreement to be reached in 
view of urgent circumstinces) 
that the initial quotas shall re- 
mnin fixed, at lenst for six months. 

Each Government will allot a 
national quota among the  indi- 
vidual producers and effectively 
control production and export’ in 
secordance with the scheme, 

Quotas Alterable. 

The quotas will be alterably 
from time te time as cireum- 
stances require by the unanimous 
ronaent of the participating Gov- 
ernments, They will be alterable 
under no circumstances at. shor- 
ter periods than three months, 

The scheme will remain in foree 
for two years, but if any parti- 
cipating Government demands pan 
alteration of the tonnage and 
quotas, and if within six months 
nA untnimous agreement Is not 
reached gs regards such a pro- 
posal, the Government which made 
the demand will be at Liberty to 
withdraw from the scheme. 

The representatives of the Gov- 
erpments of Bolivia, Malaya, the 
Dutch Kast Indies and Nigeria are 
submitting the scheme to their 
Governments for approval. In 
the meanwhile arrangements are 
being made to apply the scheme 
from March 1--Heater,

CABLE DISPUTE 
ADJUSTED. - 


. CHINESE TO HAVE BIGGER: 
PERCENTAGE. 


NO DETAILS LOCALLY. 


Although, according to an ex- 
presa issued yesterday, the rupture 
between the Chinese Government 
and the Great Northern and East- 
ern Extension Telegraph Gom- 
panies, whieh has resulted ina 
serlous congestion of cables des- 
patched between Hongkong, Foo- 
chow and Amay since February 
12, has been healed, it is not known 
locally under what terms the dia- 
pute has been settled, 

This fact was conveyed to a 
representative of the Telegraph 
by Mr oS, Lack, the Superinten- 
dent of the Hongkong branch of 
the Eastern Extension Telegraph 
Company, who was interviewed on 
the subject thls morning, 

Referred ta the express, Mr, 
Lack admitted that it was evidence 
Chat the dispute between the Chin. 
ese Government and the Com. 
panies was either settled or in a 
Atate of compromise, but the local 
offfee had not the slightest idea as 
to terms of the settlement. All 
they knew was that the exhle line 
between Foochow and Amoy hid 
been set in motion apnin, and that 
the delays, brought about by the 
rupture, which had created so 
much dissatisfaction amMonjest 
business pouses, hawt now cedsed, 

The Companies could now send 
thele cables vir Sharo > Peak 
for Foochow, and via Kulangau 
for Amoy. During the period of 
the dispute. the telegrams had to 
be Rent through Shanghai and 
relayed. as both the Sharp Peak

UNWELCOME DANGER TAKES 
ANOTHER FORM. 


DENIES ASSOCIATION. 


Professor Hung Sung, former- 
ly of the Fu Tan University, and 
complainant in the prosecution 
of Mr. William Kno, managing 
director of the Grand Theatro. 
Shanghai, over the screening of 
the Harold Lloyd film “Welcome 
Danger,” denied every allegation 
when he appeared in Court after, 
as reported by our Shanghai 
correspondent, spending a night 
in cells in the International Set- 
tlement. 

Ife was closely questioned by the 
Chief Procurator of the Second 
Branch of the Kiangsa Higher 
Court. and was later released on 
shop security. 

The Communist charges pre. 
ferred against him arose froin his 
associition with a “school of 
dramatic art" which was sealed by 
the Nanking Government for pro- 
pagatinge communistic doctrines. 


Art 28 9 Cloak. 


It was alleged that the school, 
of which the professor was at one 
time the president, dlaseminated 
the-teachings of Karl Marx under 
the cloak of teaching art. Ac- 
cused declnred that he ceased to 
be connected with the institution 
before it was closed up and said he 
had resigned from othér schools 
and universities’ with which he 
was conneeted. He asserted that 
he hid no knowledge that the 
achool had anything to do with 
communist activities. He pointed 
out that he surrendered himself, 
in company with his lawyer, to the 
Central Police Station on: Monday 
evening, after learning that a 
warrant: had been issued for his 
arrest by the Court. 


Crowded Courtroom. 


The Court was crowded with re. 
porters of many nationalities and 
friends of the Professor, but there 
was none of the students who had 
previously gathered jin court to 
cheer him when he gave evidenee 
in the case against Mr, Kao. 

Accused declared that he was a 
native of Kiangsu and formerly 
taught at the Chi Nan and Fu 
Tau Universities and several 
schools hesides being an advisor 
to the Star Cinema and the 
honorary president of the Shi Jib 
Nien Jen Soo, the school of 
dramatic art which ‘wag sealed -for 
its readings of Marxian hooks, 


Hon. President. 


After going on to gay that-he 
was a graduate of the Tsing Hwa, 
Peiping and Harvard Universities, 
the Professor said he returned to 
Chinn in 1922 and joined the Nan- 
yang Tobacco Company. He said 
he had a wife, a younger brother, 
two sons and a daughter and was 
deriving an income of $600 
month, : 

Questioned regarding’ the school 
of dramatic art, he said 
situated in Welhuiwei Road and 
was in no way connosted with 
the other institutions where he 
was teaching. At his friends [n- 
vitation,-he became’ its honorary 
president after repeatedly 
fusing the honordrjum. — After 
saying that he was greatly dis- 
cournged by the Jack of atudents, 
‘The said he. was askal te be 2 
lecturer. °°”: :

Exclusive information regard- 
ing the future plans of the Com- 
munists in China has been receiy- 
ed by the North China Daily 
Newe. This is in the form of 
resolutions passed to accept the 
decisions of the Political Secre- 
tariat of the. Executive Com- 
mitee of the Communist Inter- 
nationale in July fast year in 
connexion with Chinese “prob- 
lems.”

rests on the community. 


The Gospel of Health. 


The medical profession does

Capt. Antunes pleaded not gullty 
tu the first charge, but admitted 
the accond, anying that the rough 
weather which prevailed on the 
voyage was responsible Tor the 
improper stowing of the animals, 

Mr. RK. J. Nunn, a Boarding 
Officer, testified to boarding the 
as, Wing Lee on her arrival at 
Buoy B.Keon Friday last at about 
‘opm, Witness noticed that there 
was a considerable number . of 
passengers oon the ship and on 
seving the master of the’ ship 
found that Uhe vessel carried a 
trew oat 8&8, including 22 pls 
voalies, Passengers oon board 
numbered 98, and as the Wing Lee 
did not hold a Hongkong passenger 
certificate, the nunber in excess 
was 86. 

A Chinese coxwain who was with 
Mr. Nuno at Gace time corroporated 
the lntter’s evidence to the extent 
of saying there was a considerable 
number of passengers on board, but 
he was very ruc ax to the time of 
the occurrence. On being question-~
